(B) Use your own transport- 
ation to haul garbage to Cof- 
fee County Landfill at New 
Brockton. The garbage will 
be covered and compacted and 


Commissioners promise such mess as .this will be removed this week. 


With Garbage Pick-Up April Ist 


a fee will be charged, (C) 
Use the garbage pickup ser- 
vice of Coffee County. 
The Health Department will be 
responsible for enforcing the 
law in cooperation with law 
enforcement officials, 

Cost of garbage bags to 
be used in county pickup will 
be 60¢, The cost of the bag 
includes pickup, and no other 
charge will be made,  Indi- 
viduals hauling garbage to the 
landfill will be charged: 40¢ 
per bag, $4.00 per pickup load, 
or $6,00 for load on 1-1/2- 
ton truck, Commercial haul- 
ers will be charged $11.00 
per load, while cities are to 
be charged 40¢ per family unit 
monthly, 

Stores and schools in rural 
areas will be served by Solid 
Waste Enterprises, Inc, of 
Enterprise, These commer- 
cial establishments will have 
garbage service for 75¢ per 
cubic yard, A four-cubic- 
yard container would cost $3 
each time it is emptied,

April Ist, 
He cited Act 307 of the 


1977 session of the Alabama 
Legislature which allows an 
assessor to become a super- 
numerary Tax Assessor after 
reaching age 65, or serving 
in the office for 15 years, 
Donaldson noted that he 
qualified in‘ both these areas,

A Mr, Pelham addressed the 
commission during its morn- 
ing session and told the mem- 
bers if they cut back the num- 
ber of CETA employees pre- 
sently used, it will affect the 
county’s CETA funding for next 
year, The county has cut its 
CETA force from 48 to 35, 
and, according to Pelham, next

MOVING PLANTS 
OUTDOORS 

With the coming of Spring 
at last, many indoor garden- 
ers are thinking about mov- 
ing their house plants outdoors 
for the summer. I get lots 
of calls around this time of 
year from folks wondering 
when they can move their 
plants outside, and asking if 
there’s anything special that 
needs to be done with the 
plants. 

You can move your plants 
outside when night tempera- 
tures remain above 45 de- 
grees F, Avoid placing plants 
with new growth in direct 
Sunlight, since leaves are 
And don’t ex- 
pose plants to heavy winds and 
rains either. 

Your plants need to be fer- 
tilized, too, before their move. 
Soluble compounds are easy 
to apply and plants respond 
faster to these than to slow 
release types, Use the fer- 
tilizer at or weaker than the 
recommended rate on the label, 
never higher, Fertilizer can 
burn plants if you use too much, 

Also check to see if any of 
your plants need to be re- 
potted, Signs that your plants 
need this attention are: roots 
appearing on soil surface, de- 
creased leaf size on new 
growth, lower leaves turning 
yellow and plants wilting rap- 
idly after watering. 

You can check your house 
plants by knocking the plant 
out of the pot and examining 
the root ball. A solid mass 
of roots with little soil show- 
ing indicates epotting is 
needed, Choose a_ pot not 
more than two inches wider 
and deeper than the old pot. 


After repotting, don’t fertilize 
until the plant has had a 
chance to grow new roots,

Commenting on energy con- 
servation steps taken by these 
systems on their own facilities, 
the statement added: 

“Within the last two weeks, 
more than 400 street lights.on 
our four systems have been 
temporarily disconnected, and 
many other energy-saving steps 
taken which may have _ in- 
convenienced some of our citi - 
zens, 

‘Many of the businesses and 
industries we serve have re- 
duced their electric power us- 
age -- some by as much as 
20 percent --and this action 
may have caused some incon- 
venience to their patrons, 

“However, we sincerely be- 
lieve that our citizens and 
consumers would rather be 
faced with minor inconvenience 


: for a limited period of time, 


than be subjected to the possi- 
bility of mandatory black-outs. 

“Again, we extend our deep 
appreciation for the response to 
our appeal, and urge that power 
conservation steps be contin- 
ued for a while longer, until 
the situation becomes more 
normalized,’”’

SNAKE CONTROL 


Dan T,. Gardner, wildlife 
Specialist at Auburn, wrote 
Something interesting about 


snakes, Gardner said there 
are no chemicals registered 
for snake control, either as 
poisons or repellants. 

Gardner continues, ‘‘Just 


as people, snakes have cer- 
tain requirements which must 
be met if they are to survive, 
The most important among 
these are food, water and cov- 
er, When homeowners remove 
these, their snake problems, 


‘away from walis, 
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except for transients, should 
be over.”’ 

Rats and insects serve as 
snake food so remoye THEIR 
food, water and shelter, Get 
rid of debris, Remove brush 
and leaf piles, Place stacked 
material 12 or more inches 
above the ground or floor and 
Space be- 
neath structures and stacks 
must be kept clean, Keep lawns 
mowed, Keep stream and pond 
banks and other moist areas 
clipped and clean, Rocky 
banks and rock piles are pleas~- 
ing but they harbor snakes, 

Gardner mentioned trans~- 
ients. I guess he is talking 
about snakes that just happen 
by accidentally, Be sure to 
take a flashlight with you at 
night to be sure to keep from 
stepping on one around the yard,

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March 11, 1978, dawned with 
the entire area covered with 
fog. This was the Saturday 
set aside months ago for an 
ELBA CLIPPER reporter to 
tour the Wiregrass area Army 
Reserve units as they con- 
ducted a normal monthly drill, 

True to form, the ‘‘hurry 
up and wait’’ long associated 
with the military was still 
true as the fog had postponed 
the flight from the Elba air- 
port from 9 a,m, until 9:15; 
but actually it began at 9;50 
after the last patches of fog 
had been burned away by the 
sun rays, 

The helicopter assigned to 
the flight was a UH-1H com- 
manded by Captain Lobruyre 
and co-pilot CW-3 Strauss. 
Crew Chief for the flight was 
Donald Foley. Both the pi- 
lots are from Enterprise, and 
Foley lives at New Hope, His 
children attend school at Zion 
Chapel, The three. are as- 
signed to the 282nd Assault 
Hilcopter Company at Knox 
Field, Ft. Rucker, along with 
about 500 other Reserve per- 
sonnel, 

The flight left the Elba air- 
port, circled and headed for 
Ft, Rucker, Looking down, the 
passengers in the eggbeater 
could see the summer cabin

ot Mr, and Mrs, Marion Brun-_ 
son with a fishing pole propped 
against a chair with the cork 
bobbing on the water surface 
waiting to announce the cap- 
ture of a fish on the baited 
hook, 

A few minutes later the 
flight was setting down at a 
small Ft, Rucker stage field 
near a small arms firing 
range, Two units of Mili- 
tary Police (MP’s) were re- 
ceiving training on firing the 
45 automatic that is the stan- 
dard side arm of the military 
and is worn by all MP’s, These 
units were the 276 and the 566th, 
both of Opp, 

The troops were taking their 
turns actually firing fifty rounds 
of ammunition from various po- 
sitions and at an outline of a 
human, The scores were 
being recorded for future ref- 
erence, Other troops were 
“policing up the brass’ or 
collecting the empty hulls to 
be reloaded, melted down and 
recast in new ammo, This 
economy move saves count- 
less dollars, and is part of a 
military recycling effort. 

Other soldiers were stret- 
ched out on the ground, out of 
the cool wind, trying to soak 
up some sunshine while at least 
one member of the unit cor- 
nered Fred Moore and present- 
ed his story on wanting to join 
the newly-formed Elba Re- 
serve unit, (He was accepted 
if he would agree to re-enlist.) 

At 10;30 the group left the 
Rucker firing range for Knox 
Field where about 500 highly 
trained civilians don their uni- 
forms once a month and become 
highly-trained soldiers, main- 
taining, repairing and flying 
helicopters, The payroll at 
this facility exceeds $1 mil- 
lion annually, and is slated 
for expansion in the near fu- 
ture, according to the man con- 
ducting the tour of that par- 
ticular base,Major Fitzgerald, 

The liftoff from Knox Field 
was made at 11:10 and the 
pilot was instructed by LTC 
William ‘Austin and Captain 
Joe Johnson to circle low and 
slowly to enable the newspaper 
photographer to get pictures 
of the area, This meant get- 
ting permission from the air 
control tower at another Ft. 
Rucker field. This was no 
problem as they apparently have 
to deal with such folks on 
other occasions (all this was 
heard by the reporter-photo- 
grapher who had earlier been 
presented with a set of ear- 
phones plugged into the air- 
craft radio system). 

The next stop was at Abbe- 
ville where arrival was at the 
Abbeville airport several miles 
from the reserve center. The 
big commander (Austin) spent 
the ride attempting to con- 
vince the unusually sharp es- 
cort driver he should go to 
OCS and become a commis- 
sioned officer, Austin, of . 
Union Springs, is very active in 
his promotion of Army Re- 
serve and apparently is con- 
stantly looking for outstand- 
ing soldiers, When he does 
find one of the many sharp 
troops in his command, he is 
quick to praise him person- 
ally or to his immediate com- 
mander, 

Making the trip from Ft, 
Rucker to Abbeville, the many 


trees blown down by storms of 
the past several years were 
obvious as was the fishing boat 
floating loose in a farm pond, 


The Abbeville Reserve unit 
was in full training also, even 
though the unit commander was 
not present and wouldn’t be there 
during the entire weekend, They 
are a supply unit and have an 
unusual situation with their 
building, A private individual 
built the building and leased 
it to the Army Reserve, This 
is one of very few such build- 
ings, but apparently is satis- 
factory to both the owner and 
the military. 


It was nearing lunch time and 
the troops were finding excuses 
to leave their work and pass 
the kitchen enroute to the or- 
derly room, They really want- 
ed to know just when that fine- 
smelling food would be served, 


Preparing to depart from 
the Abbeville unit was delayed 
when Captain Johnson, who will 
command the Elba unit, couldn’t 
be found. Some time later, he 
was spotted, coming out of the 
tnotor pool where he was 
accused of trying to steal two 
good mechanics for the Elba 
unit. Johnson didn’t deny the 
charges, 

The flight from Abbeville 
to the Dothan headquarters unit 
left at 12:10 or almost high 
noon, It was noted here also 
that making notes was an al- 
most impossible job for civi- 
lian reporters as long as the 
aircraft was on the ground, 
However, once the aircraft 
lifted into the air, the flight 
was smooth as glass, This can 
only be done in well-main- 
tained aircraft, being flown by 
well-trained pilots. 


Between Abbeville and Do- 
than the pilots agreed to a 
request and passed back into 
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the passenger bay their ‘‘pic- 
ture book,’”’ This unique book 
has actual photograpes of all 
approved landing sites in the 
Wiregrass area, including sites 
at or near all Reserve Centers, 
Austin noted that this idea has 
been picked up and is being 
put into operation throughout 
the nation. 


The first arrival at the 
Dothan headquarters was lim- 
ited to a few handshakes and 
“let’s go eat.” A quickly bor- 
rowed car and a short trip 
to a well-known restaurant soon 
had the party contented and it 
was back to the Reserve cen- 
ter. 

Austin began to appear 
shifty and soon he made his 
excuses and went about his 
business, probably to correct 
something only he had observed 
on some earlier part of the 
tour. 


Floyd Morrow, who will be 
First Sergeant of the Elba Unit, 
came by and put in a few 
words bragging on the Army 
Reserve and the quality of 
people who serve, 


The return flight to Elba 
was interrupted by a stop at 
Ft. Rucker for more fuel but 
otherwise was uneventful. It 
was early March and farm- 
eres were just beginning to 
break land in preparation for 


spring planting. The patterns 


in the fields where the tract- 
or driver had turned his rig 
around left designs angling ac- 
ross the fields with each driver 
leaving his own special finger- 
print on a field, 

Arriving at Elba, Johnson, 
Moore and the aircraft crew 
waved goodby as they depart- 
ed to continue their weekend 
of training. Even though it 
was almost 3 p.m. they still 
had work to do that day and 
another day ahead of them.
